Foreword 


W HEN Hinges and Bolts were first made, no 
man can tell. Their use antedates all writ¬ 
ten history. Nor is it known how the first 
hinge was made, or what the first bolt was composed 
of. It is probable, however, that the first hinge was 
made of a piece of untanned hide, or skin, fastened 
to both the door and the door post, by thongs, and 
that the primitive bolt was a bar of wood, and at a 
very early period, better hinges than leather ones were 
made. 

The ancient Egyptians used pivots, their doors 
turning on wooden or bronze pins, securely fastened 
in the top and bottom of the door, and working in 
sockets in the lintel and sill, and these doors were 
locked at the top and bottom, some with wooden pins, 
others with metal bolts. 

From the time that houses were first built until 
now, bolts seem to have been as essential as doors, and 
doors have always swung on some kind of hinges. 

The Stanley Works had its origin in 1843, at New 
Britain, Conn., where the manufacture of Door Bolts 
was begun. In 1852, after nine successful years, a 
stock company was formed under its present name. 
The manufacture of Strap and Tee Hinges was added 
to the original bolt line, and in 1866 the business was 
further increased by the addition of a complete line of 
Wrought Iron Butts.

Strap and Tee 
Hinges in plain steel, japanned and galvanized fin¬ 
ishes, are also packed one pair in a box with screws, 
making a convenient package. The size of screws 
used with Stanley products has been decided upon 
with great care, and will meet all reasonable require¬ 
ments.
